Importation Of German Goods 

The agitation of importers of German goods against the provision pro- 
posed in his budget speech by Sir Henry Drayton, Minister of Finance, that 
Canadian Customs shall disregard any depreciation in foreign currency 
greater than 50 per cent., was commented on in a recent interview with the 
Senior British Trade Commissioner, Capt. E. J. Edwards, of Montreal, with 
the remark that the prevention of imports of German goods at ruination 
prices appeared to be just the aim in putting forward this provision. The 


German goods being brought in are, moreover,-largely goods which are also 
manufactured in. Canada, such as drygoods, felts, silks, etc., not to mention 


other things, such as cutlery, manufactured in the United Kingdom. 
“In allied and neutral countries the belief is general that German banks 
and other financial interests are artificially depressing their rate of ex- 


change,” said Capt: Edwards, “with the object of-preventing imports into 
their country, and assisting them to build up their export trade again at 
the expense of the allies.” . 

“It is contended by these importers that prevention of German imports 
will increase the depreciation of the Canadian dollar, by forcing thore pur- 
chases from the States. Fifteen months ago German imports only totalled 
$2,502, but a year later, in February last, the figure jumped to $522,757... For 
the 11 months ending February, 1920, German imports (frem. Canadian 
Government figures totalled $29,648, but for the 11 months ending la&t 
February they had made another enormous jump, to $1,395,380. Despite 
the jump, these figures are still insignificant against Canadian trade with the 
Mother Country or the States, and I cannot see how Canadian currency 
will lose in value because German goods are prevented from being dumped 
at artificially low prices. Such goods as Canada must import can be ob- 


tained within the Empire to Canada’s better financial advantage than from 
the States. ‘ 

“It seems to me it is a question of the Canadian public supporting their 
own and British manufacturers against German ones,” said Capt. Edwards, 
“and I have no doubt as to their preference.. Sir Henry Drayton 
declared that to prevent financial ruin Canada. must purchase more of 


her own and British manufactures, a statement I thoroughly endorse, and I 
am sure he did not think it any wiser to import German dumped goods than 
those of the United States. When Germany realizes the-impossibility of 
exporting goods at sacrifice prices I believe she will quickly straighten out 
her financial methods, until her currency becomes normal and Canada, in 
common with other countries, can trade with her ona fair basi§.”

War To End Officially 


Setting of Date Will Mean Much to 
Business. 

The date for the official termination 
of the war, except as regards Turkey, 
will be September 1. 

Under the “termination of the pres- 
ent war act” the war could not be de- 
clared officially ended for Great Bri: 
tain until all the peace treaties had 
been ratified, but it has been decided 
that the treaty with Turkey might be 
ignored. The last of the other 
treaties, that with Hungary, was rati- 
fied in Paris recently. 

The setting of the date for the of- 
ficial end of the war will pave the 
way for the settlement of financial 
transactions outstanding between 
the Bank of England and the stock 
exchange and will mean much to 
certain lines of business.

Manitoba Beekeepers 
Are Prosperous 


Return of $1,500 In One Season From 
Thirty-three Hives. 


The beekeeping industry is making 
rapid headway in Manitoba and the 
outlook for a large honey crop for 
this year is very bright. Beekeeping 
demonstrations are being held at dif- 
ferent places in the provinces, , In 
the Swan River Valley in Northern 
Manitoba, J. C. Dodge reports a re- 
turn of $1,500 in honey in one season 
from thirty-three hives. A settler at 
Dominion City reports that from a 
stray swarm that came to his farm 
six years ago he now has seventy-six 
colonies and last year sold over two 
tons of honey. at 35 cents a pound. 


French Farmers From New England, 


Call Of the Unknown 


Shackleton Says Mainspring of Life is 
Desire for Knowledge. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton, speaking at 
a garden party given by Mr, and 
Mrs. F. E. Becker at Sutton. Hall, 
Heston, said it would have been seen 
from the Times that he was about to 
lead another Polar expedition, which 
had been rendered possible by the 
generosity of two men; The - first 
encouragement he received for the 
expedition was from the host of that 
afternoon, and the venture would go 
forward largely as the result of Mr. 
Becker’s confidence in him. To a 
great many the Polar expedition 
might seem futile, but explorers did 
not go out primarily for economic 
reasons. ‘The total cost of Polar ex- 
ploration in the last 10 years had 
been £2,000,000; the total economic 
result had been’ £25,000,000 by the 
discovery of harbors and whale oil, 
and by magnetic and scientific re- 
sults. On the human side it was a 
desire to go into the unknown, to 
see things that no man had ever seen, 
and to go on until all was known} 
that had been the mainspring of life. 
He hoped that whatever they brought 
back from the coming expedition 
would be for the good of their Em- 
pire -and for the betterment of the 
world.—London Times,

is obviously easier to forge than 
“John Thomas Jones” or “John 
Jones.” 


And in signing a document that is 
likely to be questioned later on do so 
if possible when you are feeling “fit.” 
Very few people realize the extent to 
which health is reflected in handwrit- 
ing. 

In one case two signatures, suppos- 
ed to be by the same person, were so 
dissimilar that one was thought to be 
a clumsy attempt at forgery. Yet, as 
the expert was able to prove, both 


were written by the same man, the}, 
man when he was in perfect health |' 


and the other when he was ill. 

The difference in the signatures 
nearly resulted in his losing property 
of considerable value.

Berlin.—The French and British 
ambassadors and the Italian charge 
d'affaires delivered to Foreign Minis- 
ter Rosen, on behalf of their respec- 
tive governments, the note asking the 
German Government to take requisite 
steps to facilitate the transport of Al- 
lied troops across Germany.

Whilst Canada comes into open 
competition with the world in the 
quality of her agricultufal produce of 
all kinds and can gtow on her feriile 
farms crops of the highest grade, she 
is unable as yet to enter into compari- 
son in the matter of total production. 
A vast portion of her rich agricultural 
lands, amounting to many millions of 
acres, and forming potentially one of 
the world’s great farming areas, is un- 
developed and awaits settlement and 
the plough before producing to capa- 
city in the manner that has made the 
quality of Dominion crops famous. 

Canada can, however, come into ac- 
tive competition with other countries 
largely agricultural, the United 
States, for example, with respect to 
the fertility of her land, its growing 
qualities and those of the Canadian 
climate and farming season. Com- 
pared as to average production, she 
makes a very fine showing. A com-} 
parison between Canadian and United 
States production for the past three} 
years shows that Canada has main- 
tained a high standard in all the crops 
she cultivates, and has in the majority | 
of cases exceeded the average achiev-| 
ed by the older producing country. 

It is not so long ago since doubt 
was expressed that it would be poss-| 
ible to grow wheat profitably in Can- 
ada, Canadian farmers answered this 
by taking most of the premicr honors 
for this crop at inf€rnational exhibi- 
tions. Not only that, but it is ap-| 
parent that.the Dominion preserves a| 
higher average production throughout | 
the country in both spring and win- 
ter varieties than the United States;) 
taken as a whole, In the year 1920,) 
when the production of spring and} 
winter wheat in the United’States was! 
10.8 and 15.3 bushels per acre respec- | 
tively, Canada secured an average of| 
14 and 24 bushels. In the previous; 
year, 1919, with a United States pro-j; 
duction of 88 and 14.9 bushels, Can- 
ada’s average yields per acre were 9.50 
and 23.75.

It is a work 
which can be carried on while the 
actual business of colonization is 
temporarily suspended pending the 
conference of Provincial Premiers 
on land listing legislation which is 
to be called by Hon. T. C. Norris 
once the new Alberta Government is 
actually seated in office. 

Its promoters believe that the de- 
cision to look into prevailing condi- 
tions in the south country will un- 
doubtedly have the enthusiastic and 
unanimous backing of all the gov- 
ernments, legislators and other pub- 
lic men, as of the bankers, the mort- 
gge and loan companies, the imple- 
ment dealers and. other business 
men.

Oil Wealth of Northland 


Oil, Gas and Coal Is Found To Exist 
Over Wide Area. 

The whole. of the Canadian north 
from Fort Norman into the Arctic 
and the Mackenzie basin seems to be 
underlaid with oil natural gas and 
coal, declares Howard Colley, who re- 
turned from that district recently, af- 
ger staking claims. In many places 
the oil is boiling up out of the ground 
in natural wells, he said. There are 
coal seams projecting almost every- 
where and in some places whole 
cliffs are exposed. Mr. Colley said the 
coal is not a hard variety, but seems 
to be good bituminous coal. 
al gas is almost as common, ’ 

In the northern part of the district 
thie Eskimos are using the natural gas. 
There are soft earth formations into 
which they poke long sticks which 
they twirl around. Gas comes out 
of the hgle thus formed. They light 
it and have a flame. for cooking. 

“But no one thinks of gas or coal 
up there,” Mr. Colley went on. “It 
is only the oil they are after. They 
do not have to bother about going 
out and breaking off pieces of coal for 
fuel in their shacks. All cooking and 
heating is done by oil piped from the 
wells. As it comes from the well at 
Fort Norman the oil is like kerosene. 
After it was strained through a moose 
hide it ran a gasoline engine.

If We Lose the Bacon Hog 


The Death Warrant of Our Export 
. Trade 

The following extract from a pamphlet 
entitled, ‘‘ The Bacon Hog and the British 
Market,’’ prepared in 1915 by the late 
Mr. John Bright and Mr. H. 8. Arkell, 
Dominion Liyestock Commissioner sede- 
fines the position to-day of the heavy hog 
in Canada very plainly :— 

‘*There is no sound argument for the 
production of the fat hog in Canada, We 
have long since been forced out of that 
business because of the pecularly strong 
advantages possessed by the United States 
in the marketing facilities and outlet for 
the product of that type of hog. The 
nature of our home and export demand 
makes the bacon hog the necessary type 
for the Dominion. To produce the fat 
hog economically the feeding of large 
quantities of cheap corn is absolutely 
necessary’and the greater part of the hog 
output of the United States is produced 
for competitive marketing unless grown 
on corn,’’ . 

‘* There is a certain rigid home demand 
for our fat hogs but as soon as this de- 
mand has been supplied and the attempt 
made to dispose of the surplus in Great
